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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Re claim 1 Modrey - applicant is claiming "generally coaxial" but arguing "coaxial". Examiner believes the end portion is generally coaxial 
to the shaft. 

Claim 27 Modrey, applicant is arguing that the locking member must be locked, secured, or fixed in the 2nd position. THis is not claimed. 
Modrey shows a locking member movable between a first and second position where the lockimg member extends laterally from only one 
side - it does not have to be securable in that position. Nowhere in claim 27is there a limitation that the lockimg member has to be 
secured in the 2nd position. 

Claim 24 was indicated as allowable over the prior art when 3 cut out portions were claimed. As noted in the 1 12 rejection, the problem 
was that cutouts 1 and 3 were 180 degrees apart from each other, not 90 degrees. Examiner has not considered only 2 cutouts 90 deg 
apart from each other.
